In this Revelation was diſcovered to him, the 
Norjous Privileges that the Faithful are made Parta- 
Kors of in this Life, as well as the Glory they ſhall 
joy with him in Eternity. The Promiſe which is 
before us. is one of the Privileges which he that over- 
camerſ ſhall enjoy in Time, be Hall go cut no more: Tt 
cannot be meant of Eternity, bec-uſe the Holy Ghoſt 
00th not make ſuch low Diſcovery, as that when a 
Soul is got to Heaven, it will never come out ary 
more, this no more alluded” (as ſome have ſaid) to any 
Pillars ered in the Temples zt Rome, at the Death 
of any great Per ſon as Monument to their Memory, no 
more than St, Paul alluded to them, when he ſpeaks 
ot Cephas Tames and John ieeming to be Pillars; beth 
thele were ſpoke by the Direction of the Holy Ghoſt, 
and mcan the fame thing. Thoſe Souls were Pillars 
in the Temple of Gop to go out no more, ſealed to the 
Day of eternal Redemption, having the ſame Mind as 
* was alſo in him; ell that Pollution brouzht in by 
tae Fall, is now eradicated by the M-rits of CuRIST. 
having waſhed their Roves 1n the Blood of the Lamb 
and made they White, are Pillars in the Temple of 
Gop nd Can ge out ny more; the Cauſe being removed 
"the Pets muit ceaſe, they cannot commit Sin be— 
' cauſe the Seed remains in them. On! happy State, 
oh! hippy they, wao are thuz made Pillars in the 
' Honte of our Gon.

Firſt, Man through Unbelief fell from the linage or 

Nature of Gop, into the Nature or Image of Satan: 

Mun believed Satan when he ſaid, ye [ſhall not 

ſurely die; threw off his Dependance from his Creator, 

diſbelieving him who had ſaid, the Day thou eateſt there- 

of thou ſhalt ſurely die; the Conſequence was, he fell 

into the Nature of Satan with his Poſterity, for they 

were then in his Loins, their Minds then were aleniated 
from Goo, their Affections placed on different Objects, 
they began to ſeek Happineſs in the Creature, ſo dark - 
ened were their Underſtand ings, that inſtead of placing 
their Happineſs in their Creator, they flew from his 
Preſence ; ſo that inſtead of loving Gop, they found 
Emnity towards him, and as they loved not Gop, their 
Wills were not ſubje& to his, but aleniated from him, 
following the Inclinations of their own corrupt Hearts, 
drinking in Iniquity like Water, or drawing it to them 
as it were with a Cart Rope; their Imaginations vain 
continually, no defire for Happineſs, without Hope, 
without Gop in the World, plunged into that Lake 
of Sin and Unhappineſe, which is ſupplied by that old 
Sea of Miſery and D ſpair ; ſo that their Love, Wills, 
and Deſires are ſwallowed up in Sin, Miſery, and 
Death ; and what adds ſtell to the deplorable Cord i- 
tion of Minkind fold under Sin, is their Blindneſs of 
Heart, vatan reigning there uncontrouled and tho? in 
the Like of Sin and Unh-ppinefſs, think then: ſelves ſe- 
cure, and ſeep on till they are emptied into that old 
Ocean of Miſery and Diſpair, theie to reap the Fruit of 
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Sin to the countleſs Ages of Eternity; ſince the Offence 


is againſt the Infinite jeovan, it will remain as long 
as he ſhall exiſt, 


Oh, my Brethren, what a Picture of Human Nature 
in the Fall! No Way to eſcape the Damnation of Hell. 
This is the Condition Man is in, that he need 
overcome ; Which brings me ſecondly to ſhew the Means 
through which he may overcame. 


Gov looking with Pity on the Workmanſhip of his 
own Hands, found out a Way for Man that was doom'd 
to eternal Miſery, to eſcape thoſe Jaws of eternal Death, 
give the Promiſe the Sced of the Woman ſhall bruiſe 
the Szrpent's Head. —— Gop renewed his Promiſe 
to Abraham, that in his Seed all the Nations of the 
Earth ſhould be bleſſed; and to the Holy Men of Old, 
that he had laid on him the Inqquity of us all, and that 
by his Stripes we are healed, having offered his Life a 
Ranſom for his People and thereby rrconciled us to 
Gon, brought us ne:r who were afar of by his Blcod 
he not only reconciled us to Gop but purchaſed by his 
Death the Holy Guosr the Comforter, to enlighten 
and purify us a peculiar People, zealous of good Works: 
Now here is the Means to attain that End of being 
made Pillars in the Houſe of our GOD, to go out no more. 


The Means through which we obtain that End, 
having been deſcribed, it naturily leads us to conſider 
the Manner how it'is wrought in a Sinnei's Heart. 


That Light which enlightepeth every one that 
cometh into the World, or that Mealure of Spirit 
which is given to every Man to profit withal, the? 
the Sinner is led Captive by Satan at his Will, his 
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" 
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corrupt Nature cleaving to Sin, and he ful! of Darkneſs, 
the Light doth ſhine in that Darkneſs, diſcovering to 
| him that his Ways leadeth to Death, ſo that he know- 
eth the Evil he is doing is contrary to the Mind of 
Gcp ; but the Sinner ſwalloweth the dainty Morſel, 
diſregarding the Spirit's Cry in his Heart, chuſing 
Darkneſs rather than Light, becauſe his Deeds are 
evil and he likes to retain it and reap the Fruit there- 
of. Which Fruit may Gop keep us from. 


But bleſſed is he who takes heed to that Light 
that ſhines in his dark Soul, for it ſoon dif.overs the 
State he is in, both as to original and actual Sin; the 
more he takes heed, the more light and Power comes 
into the Soul, ſo that he begins io ſee that he is in 
. the direct Road that leads to Deſtruction. And, now 

he hates the Evil that doth ſo eafily beſet him, and he 

groans bencath the Weight and Load of Sin, for it is 

truly burthenſome to him, he ſeeth he doth the Things 

he would not do, and doth not thoſe Thing he 

would hive done, therefore crics out, O awretched 
Man that I am, who ſhall deliver me from this Body 
Sin and Death —— In this Extremity he ſees his 
own Helpleſſneſs, that he cannot ſave or help himſelf, 
therefore cries out, Lord help, or 1 peri: —— In 
the midſt of this Extremity, the Spirit who hath thus 
£4r enlightened him, ſets before his View the Means 
ſor Peace and Power, that there is Strength lid on 
one that is mighty to ſave, even Jesus of Nazareth, 
w ho hath fulfilled that Law he had broke, and ſatiſ- 
fi d his Father by his Death. The Soul beholding a 
Sacrifice ſo compleat, lays hold of him by Faith, and 
immediately feels he is paſſed from Darkneſs to Light, 
from Death to Life, and now finds his Previlege 
of becoming the Son of Cob by adoption, the T2

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of God bearing Witneſs with his Spirit, which cries 
Abba Father, in his Heart. Oh, happy Chang: from 
ÞDarkvels to Light, from Miſery to Happinet-, from 
the Jaws of Deſtruction to a Foretaſte of Heaven! 
Now the ſtrong Man arni'd is caſt out, aud he receiv'd 
Pow Tt to work the Will of his Maker, and to ſpoil 
his Goods; but the Accuſer is not idle, he knows well 
his great Strength, and ſtriveth to overcome him 
by Subtlity, be knows he hath a Heart of Unbelief 
which is now kept by the Power of his Redeemer, (in 
which he before did reign, but is now caſt out thro' 
Faith) he ſuggefis to him that this Work is Deluſion, 
and he finds his Heart leans to believe it, eſpecially 
when to confirm it he repreſents this Compariſon. What 
Difference is there betw:en the State you now are in, 
and that State you were in before you believed in 
Convidlion ? he finds his He:rt leans to believe it, and if 
he looks to himſelf and thus reaſons, ten to one if he 
give not up his Faith; but the Faithful look not to 
themſelves, but look on him whom they have pierced 
and mourn, who gives them to ſce that they who were 
dead have now Lite, they who were once blind now 
fee a great Light, they who once ſẽ no Beauty in the 
Religion of their Redeemer, now fiad it. their Meat and 
their Drink, to do his Will: Satan is foil'd, they begin 
now to ſee the Neceſſity of not only watching the Sug- 
geſtion of Satan, but their own Hearts ſo apt to agree 
with them ; indeed theſe Suggeſtions would have little 


Weight, had they not Hearts ſo apt to agree with 
them. 


Tt was here the flrorg Man arm'd vſ:d to reign in 
the Heart, carrying the Soul into Caprivity to Sin, 
but is now caſt out thro* Faith, and by it the faithful 
Soul is enabled to conquer the Fleſh, which beſore did 
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always conquer him; and tho? he finds a War between 
Fleſh and Spirit, he, by the Spirit he hath received 


through Faith, is enabled to conquer: So that he finds 


not only the ſtrong Man arm'd caſt out, but his Gocds 
are ſpoiling ; for thro' Faith he is enabled to purify his 
corrupt Nature, for this Faith purifieth the Heart; o 
that thoſe that have Faith, have an impure Heart to be 
purified, which the Apoſtle Peter adviſeth thoſe choſen 
Generations who was brought out of Darkneſs inte 
Light. end who had obtained Mercy, to abſtain (or pu- 
rify by Faith the Heart) from fleſhly Luſts which wars 
againſt the Soul, ſuch as Anger, Pride, Sc. 


Now to recapitulate the Work of God on the Soul, 
we {ce him firtt, convincing the Soul of Sin, opening 
his Fyes to {:e the real State he is in by Nature aud 
actual Tranſgreſhon. Secondly, it points to a Saviour 
to be delivered, which are clear Evidences of his 
Love to him, and the Soul that is thus fincere hath 
his Pardon ſealed in Heaven, and Faith given to 
believe if he exerciſe it; but too many harken to 
the Dictates of Satan and their own Hearts, and are 
thereby perſwaded to expect the Fruits, or that they 
are unworthy, thus put off the Bleſſing offered, nay 
given, but will not receive it, betauſe firſt, they have 


not the Fruit: Secondly, are not worthy : Thirdly, 
have no Power. * 


I compare thee O Man, whoſoever thou art, to one 
ſeated before me, I {ay to him ftand on thy Feet; 
No, faith he, I feel no Strergth, I cannot: I ſay to 
him gain, it is tru: thou teele!t no Strength, thou 
knowett not thou haſt it, but exert thyſelf and ſtand 


up, thou ſhalt feel thy Strengh : He fands up, finds 


itſo; I % the ſame to thee, he ſatitfied for thy Sins 
* | long 
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long before thou was born, and now hath convinced 
thee that thou need that Pardon, and he only wants 
thee to accept it: He hath given thee Power O Man, 
only wants thee to exert it; take it to thyſelf and it is 
thine, believe, and it is according to thy Faith. —— 
neſſed Priviledge, now thou haſt Pardon and Power, 
he Fruit of thy Believing, this thou wanted; to be 
trgiven and conquer thoſe Deeds of the Body, Pride, 
Anger, Ec. and theu haſt all thou expects. ! 


Now thou findeſt Power over them thro' Faith, 
and if thou art faithful thou ſhalt have more Light, 
and ſoon ſee the Will of Gop is thy Sanctification, ſo 
tat thou not only finds Power over thcſ: Deeds of the 
Body, but wilt fee the Neceflity of being purified from 
them, and Deſires ſpringing in thine Heart thus to be 
made entire, lacking Nothiag : Before thou was juſti- 
ned thou wanteſt Pardon and Power, and this was 
the Thing that thou then expeGelt, and which 
thou received thro' Faith, Power over thoſe Deeds 
of the Body, Pride, Anger, &c. But haviag more 
Light brought in thry? it, thou ſeeſt the Will of Gop 
is thy Sand ification, which is begun, and thou wants 
a total Anhiitation of ſinful Natu e, which he hath 
promiſed he will give; not only Power over the old 
Nature, but a new Natwe, a nc Heait will 1 give 
tee. 

No Lie Soul muſt be convinced of the Neceſſity 
te being thus Sanckified throvghout (as a Soul mult in 
las natural State of his loit Condition, in crder to ſee 
the Neceility cf Faith in a Saviour for Lis Juſlifica- 
tion,) pr he will never ſcek to be thus farfied, and 
Tone quen-ly will n.t enjey it; but bleſfzd are they 
hol. Ey s ate open t- {. he Nesc f y ef this Sancti-

fication, and hunger and thirſt for this Righteouſneſs, 


for they ſhall be filled: Which brings me thirdly and 
laſtly to conſider. 


Thoſe that have been made more than Conquerors 
and have Overcome, theſe are made pillars in the Houje 
of GOD, and can go out no more, they have adhered to 
their Loxp »nd Maſter; therefore I fay unto you, 
whatſozver Things ye deſire when ye pray believe that 
ve receive them and ye ſhall have them; at firſt they 
itagger at the Promiſe thro' Unbelief: — What I be- 
Jieve, I have a Thing which I do not feel! Here 
Reaſon and Nature cannot come near, and here the 
Soul itumbleth at the Threſhold; yes, thy Savio ſaith 
helieve ye receive them, that is the Thing thou defi- 
reth in Prayer zgrecable to the Will of Gon; thou de- 
ſireſt Sandtification, and it is the Will of Gon concern- 
ing thee, he ſaith, then believe ye receive it, and ye 
ſhall have it, thou muſt throw thy Reaſoningz, all thy 
Works aſidé, become as a little Child, believe thou haſt 
that which before thou hadſt not, and thou ſhalt feel 
it immediately ſpring up in thy Heart, it is according 
to thy Faich, it was ty Faiti thy Saviour walked on 
the Sea whi'e Peer ſunk thro' Unbelicf, by Faith we 
underſtand the Worlds were mide, have thon there- 
fore the Faith of Gep, ſteadfait, immoveabl: 7? 


Well then, the fiithful Souls do believe, ard find it 
according. to their Faith, in the ſame Marner as they 
believed ſor. Pardon, they had tboſe Evidences, firtt, 
a Senſe that they were loſt Wi:hout a Szvriour, («- 
condly, that there was ſuch a one as they ſtood in 
need of; they Cloſed in, believed he was their Sa- 
vicur, and immediately felt the Effects, Peace with 
Gop ; you ſe: we firſt believe, then ſcel the F ff. cte, 
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Perce, Joy, and Love; theſ: again ſee the Remains 


of fleſhly Luft waring againſt the Soul, they are con- 
vinced that he who pure haſed them by his Blood was 
able and willing to ſandtify them throughout, they 
believe without doubting that he hath, and they have 
it according to their Faith, they receive the Seal of 
their Inheritance, the Salvation of their Cop to the 
uttermuſt, that as he is, ſo are they in this World, ſo 
that the Deſires that did cleave to Earth are changed, 
and now naturily cleave to Heaven; all Fear is gone, 
nothing that hath Torment in it hath a Place in them 
which the leaſt Degree of Fear hath, for as the De- 
gree of Fear is in any, ſuch a Degree of Torment is 
neceſſary there, the Word conveys no other Idea; 
now what hath this Soul that is thus made perfect to 
tear? Offending his Gop, no, he finds no Deſire to 
offend and he is ſure he ſhall not, having the ſame 
Mind ee is in him; ſhall he be afraid of him who hath 
purch:.ſ-4 him with his Blood and purified him there- 
with, and made him a pillar in the Temple of his GOD, 
to go out no more? no, he rejo ceth evermore and in 
every Thing gives him Thanks. 


Thus perfect Love caſteth out all Fear, for be that 
ſeareth is not made perſect in Love, thus as he was in 
this World in every Reſpect as touching his Manhood, 
jo are they; nay, ſiy tome, our Bodies cannot be like 
his, fof his never ſaw Corruption, E, jab's never {aw 
Corruption, but this does not prove but his was a cor- 
rupt Body, he was in all Things like us, Sin only ex- 
cep'ed, he had a Body like ou:'s or he could not have 
died; this then is the P.jvelege of thoſe who are let- 
fied, eſtabliſhd, and grounded in Love, that as he was 
fo are they in this World; but thy are not perfect in 
Knowledge, th-reſore may err in judgment; no nor

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the Angels in Glory, and yet they err not, knowing no- 
thing but Gop and doing his Will in all Things; thus his 
Will is done on Earth by thoſe that are ſanctiſied 
throughout, they are determined and do know no- 
thing but IEsus Cuntsr and him crucified, in all 
their Works begun, continued, and ended, they have: 
a crucified Saviour in their View or on his exalted 
Throne, ruling every Thought with the Spirit-witneſ- 
ing Servant of Gop, well done; ſo that whatever Ob- 
ject may be preſented before their View to exerciſe 
their Judgment, whereby they may err, the Union 
from the Holy One which teacheth them all Things 
needfa!, cries what is that to thee ? follow thou me, 
they hear his Voice and follow him, thus have they every 
Thought brought into Captivity to his Croſs and cannot 
Sin, becauſe this Union, this Sced, remaineth in 
them; theſe are indeed pillars in the Houſe of our GOD

unto Which whoſoever takes heed, the Spirit will con- 
vince of Sin, that they have fined 2gainſt Gop and 
ure worthy of eternal Death, Jin xvi. 8. they like- 
wiſe find Satan reigns in them uncontrouled, F. ii.

He may turn and live? The Logrp ſaid, what could 
1 have done more for my Vineyard, that I have not 
done; as I live I have no Pleaſure in the Death of 
the Wicked, but rather he would turn and live. Oh 
what Conde ſcenſion here from that Gop thou halt all 

thy Life, perhaps neglected, and yet he ſtill invite thee, 
and {wears by him ſelf, becauſe he can ſwear by no 
greater, hat he hath no Pleaſure in thy Death, but 
rather thou ſhould turn and live; and wilt thou ſlill re- 
Milt his Invitation? Oh! harken to his Counſel, and 
thou ſhill find it ſweet indeed; come taſte and ſee 
how good and gracious the Lord is. 


But perhaps thou haſt harkened to his Voice, and he 
hath diſcovered to thee the true State thou art in; with- 
out Hope, without Gop in the World, thou ſeeſt no 
Way to eſcape the Damnation of Hell; nothing but 
Sin in thine Heart, no Strength to keep it from acting, 
and Cries out, O wretched Man that l am, who ſhall 
fave me from this Bondage of Sin and Death; | ſay, 
behold the Limb of Gep that taketh away the Sin 
of the World, and conſequently thine ; he came to 
ſeek and to ſave that which was loſt, and that was thee 3 
doth thou not believe ths to be true ? If thou doth, 
thou muſt include thyſelf ; then rejoice that thou art 
ſaved, that thou art found of him who purchaſed thee
